Douglas J. Hennessy and Dr. Leo- 
pold H. Cerecedo, working togeth- 
er for more than a year in the col- 
lege laboratories in Ihe Bronx, have 
developed a mechanical rat which 
quickly and accurately measures 
the amount of vitamin B or vitamin 
G in any given substance.

chine can test several substances 
electrically in a single day.

FOREIGN PRONUNCIATION 
Name-trouble is coming to be chronic in 
this country. That is, the spelling and pro­ 
nunciation of foreign names. We have begun 
to discover that most place-names in Europe 
are not pronounced as we used to pronounce 
them, and many of us feel that we have to 
pronounce and spell them just as the natives 
do. 
And that gets us into endless trouble. 
Millions of Americans must have been 
caught in a typical dilemma the other day 
when news came that the Yankee Clipper 
had landed at Marseilles, France. Or maybe 
as “Marseille”. It is spelled both ways, the 
* latter being the French way and the former 
the English way. 
Old-fashioned Americans tend to call it 
“Mar-sails”, as they have always done. The 
younger generation, and others who think 
they have to adopt any current change to 
show their modernity, struggle to say “Mar- 
say”, with just a trace of an T ' on the end 
of it, and have a terrible time about it. 
To many Americans this strained effort to 
modernize our geographical speech seems j 
silly. It may be logical, but we can’t do it. | 
There are thousands of foreign names we 
can’t pronounce or spell in the native way. 
And why should we try, where the transi­ 
tion is difficult? 
The English people, whose language we 
use, should be pretty good judges of English 
usage. They keep their old spellings and pro­ 
nunciations 
unashamed — “Mar-sails” 
and 
*Ver-sails” and the rest. And many good 
American authorities say it’s all right for us 
to do likewise, just as we say “Naples” when 
the Italians say “Napoli” and “Paris” when 
the French say “Paree”. 


But facts are facts, and it’s any port in a 
storm. If Russia didn’t join the democracies, 
she would probably join the Berlin-Rome 
“axis”. And the Devil must be given his due. 
Soviet Russia, with all its errors and sins, 
has kept the peace in Europe and has per­ 
sistently urged disarmament. Its recent posi­ 
tion, in support of tho democracies, has been 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
League of Nations, which Russia has uni­ 
formly supported. 


MOTORING ABROAD 
It is as easy to take an automobile to 
Europe as to take a trunk, say the steamship 
lines. That is, if you have an automobile and 
the money for your own and the car’s trans­ 
portation. A half-hour’s work at the neces­ 
sary documents, it is said, brings a generous 
reward. After that the travel agents take 
complete charge, providing the traveler with 
correct customs papers, international license 
plates and liability insurance. 
One steamship line even arranges member­ 
ship for the traveling motorist in a British 
automobile club. The club membership en­ 
titles the motorist to various privileges and 
even to assistance in case of a breakdown 
on the road. 
Driving on tho “wrong side” of the road 
seems to be a skill Americans learn easily 
in countries where it is right to keep to the 
left.

RE-DISCOVERED CONTINENT 
Western Reserve University’s summer in­ 
stitute on current affairs this year will be a 
discussion of inter-American problems. 
The 
general title is ‘“The Americas in World 
Affairs.” The speakers will come from both 
North and South America, including repre­ 
sentatives of professional groups as well as 
industry and trade. 
This is one of many evidences of our rapid­ 
ly growing awareness of our southern neigh­ 
bors and our mutual interests. Another is 
the recent rise in traffic through the Panama 
Canal, much of the increase caused by new 
cruises and tours around South America. 
A few years ago Latin-America was not 
much more than a section of geography w’e 
studied in school and forgot about later. 
Explorers occasionally got lost in the Ama­ 
zon jungles. Archeologists talked about the 
Maya and Inca Indians and discovered ruins 
of their ancient structures. 
We knew’ of 
comic opera revolutions, and we landed 
Marines in odd-sounding places. 
Today we have discovered a continent full 
of sister republics, nations with interesting 
cultures of their own, modern cities and 
much up-to-date social legislation, melting 
pots into which have gone representatives of 
most of the European peoples and out of 
which have come independent nations. It is 
a belated but tremendously important dis­ 
covery. 


POLICING EUROPE! 
It begins to look, at last, as if Europe is 
really going to lie policed against aggression 
— that peace-keeping nations are to be pro­ 
tected- that 
governments 
threatening 
to 
dominate their neighbors “by force or by the 
fear of force” will be kept at bay. 
This seems to be tho honest aim of tho two 
loading European democracies, England and 
France, and of Russia, their expected ally, 
together 
with 
Poland 
and 
some 
lesser 
powers. All in all, if they hold together and 
keep faith, they make a coalition against 
which nations aiming at aggression could not 
prevail. 
Americans, along with the European de­ 
mocracies, have some mental reservations 
about Russia. Everyone knows that Soviet 
Russia is not a democracy. It professes to 
be a free union of Communist republics, and 
is actually a dictatorship as drastic as Ger­ 
many’s or Italy’s. Its form of government 
might properly be called State Socialism— 
the state owning and controlling all wealth 
and means of production. 
We Americans do not like Soviet Russia.

THOUGHT ABOUT BLOOD PRESSURE 


There was a time when the first thought w'hen a 
patient had a tem perature was to give a drug—ace- 
I tenilid, phcnacetine, quinine, or other—to reduce 
! the temperature, as the reduction in the tempera- 
: ture was believed not only to be a necessity but one 
way of curing the patient. 
Today, the physician 
takes the temperature and pulse as usual but 
i searches around to find the cause of the tempora- 
' ture. If the tem perature gets very high, he may 
give some drug to reduce it slightly but he knows 
that the rise in tem perature, the increase in heat in 
the body, shows that N ature is putting up a fight 
against some Intruder, some ailment, and that heat 
is one way of fighting off the ailment. 
It would seem th a t the time has come for pa- 
1 tlents and physicians to take the same stand about 
blood pressure.

j pressure is a little above normal and immediately 
! wants to take medicine or follow a diet to bring it 
down.

"Let us take the exafnple of a middle-aged man 
who has been turned down by a life insurance com­ 
pany because of high blood pressure. lie goes to his 
physician and demands to know the blood pressure 
figures; on each visit to the physician he waits with 
anxious concern to hear the latest reading, and fre­ 
quently has ideas of ‘stroke,’ ‘heart failure, or 
‘Bright's disease’ in the back of his mind.” 
Now, what about high blood pressure?

m atter of fact, N ature has raised the blood press­ 
ure because it was necessary to raise or increase it 
due to some condition present in the body. This 
i condition may be a real or organic condition such 
as hardening of the arteries, or it may be some con­ 
dition Ruch as eating too much or worrying too 
much. It is possible that some infection is present 
which is giving the body processes more work to 
do and the blood pressure increases accordingly. 
Perhaps the individual is greatly overweight or car­ 
rying too much untor in Hlf UMUta 
All that is necessary in many cases is smaller 
meals, more rest and relaxation, and not bothering 
to have the blood pressure taken more than two or 
three times a year.

Science Forecasts 
Power From Atoms 


May Be Able to Create and 
Control Explosions. 


WASHINGTON. — An 
"atomic 
age,’’ in which power will be gen­ 
erated by unlocking the energy of 
the atom and scientiata will create 
explosions which they may be un­ 
able to control, may not be far dis­ 
tant, according to Dr. R. J. Dun­ 
ning of Columbia umvaraity. 
Recent experiments "have revo­ 
lutionized the thinking of physicista" 
who formerly scoffed at talk of un­ 
locking atomic energy, Dr. Dunning 
explains, and "perhaps the age of 
atomic power ia not as far diatant 
as many physicists hare believed." 
It may be possible in the future 
to harness such power by disinte­ 
grating uranium inside a "flash boil­ 
er" and capturing the heat released 
from individual atoms, he points 
out The process would be one of 
placing 
an 
almost infinitesimal 
amount of uranium in • tiny metal 
bomb, which would ba surrounded 
by e thick shield of water or paraf­ 
fin. 
The hydrogen atoms in the water 
or paraffin would act aa brakta to 
slow down fast neutron* ahot into 
them, thus generating alow neu­ 
trons, which are the only onea ef­ 
fective in creating atomic diainte- 
gratlons. When the slow neutrons, 
moving with energies of from 900,- 
000 to 1,000,000 volts, hit the ura­ 
nium atoms and explode them, the 
energy released would heat the wa* Í 
ter to 1,000 degrees or more instan­ 
taneously. 
The remainder of tha 
problem would ba to utlliie the 
heat generated for driving ma­ 
chinery or electrical dynamos. 
At the present tima most slow 
neutrons are captured, or absorbed, 
by the uranium atoms and reault 
only in the production of gamma 
rays, identical with those emanat­ 
ing from radium. 


Plant «Youth City9 for 
Visiting Young People 
"Youth movements" are playing 
• steadily groving part in the live* 
of many countries, but in none 
so great a part as in the English- 
speaking nations. Keen interest is 
now beinf shewn In an ambitious 
project recently launched to create 
a "city of youth” in London which 
would form the focal point of all 
youth organizations in tha British 
Empire. 
Eventually It Is hoped that othtr 
countries, particularly the United 
States, will .* drawn into thia 
foundation. 
The plan Is to build a "city” at 
a total cost of about $5,000,000, with 
its own theater, library, dining and 
common rooms and with various 
dormitory blocks. The foundation 
Is intended to serve first and fore­ 
most boys and girls of student age 
from all parts of the empire who 
may visit London for study purposes 
and holiday tours. Suitable accom­ 
modation for such visitors is woe­ 
fully scarce in London now, and the 
new "youth city" plan would solv# 
the problem of how to house thou­ 
sands of young people every year 
at a cost within the reach of far 
more parents than is at present the 
ease. 
The "city" will elso provide ac­ 
commodation for people from with- 
’n Great Britain who would other­ 
wise not have a chance of visiting 
the educational treasures of the cap­ 
ital, such as museums and art gal­ 
leries, whila It will ba possible, too, 
to open ths "city" to groups of 
visiting students from foreign coun­ 
tries. 
The impression of London 
thst these young people would take 
back to their own homes would 
probably mean much In the sphere 
of International relations in years to 
come.

Two Ellenville Factories Contribute to Handkerchief Mart 


Local Residents 
Get Steady Work 


At Small Plants 


Weekly Production of Each 
Is About 15,000 Dozen; 
Machines Operated Most­ 
ly by Women 
Market Is Large 


Many Sold in New York 
and in Various Sections 
of United States 


Social decorum in the middle 
ages when the kings and queens 
imposed formal customs of the 
court upon guests, gave a lasting 
sta rt to a serviceable item which 
today is essential to the sartorial 
effect and physical comfort of peo­ 
ple in a modern world. 
Then began the common use of 
this hem -stitched piece of cloth 
which ranks with the necktie as 
the m ost repeated C hristm as pres­ 
ent and which the lady and gen­ 
tlem an 
frequently consider 
im­ 
portant as part of their ensem­ 
ble. 
This square of linen, cotton or 
silk fabric is identified w ith the 
English name of handkerchief and 
its chief purpose by definition is 
literally to help the world “keep 
its nose clean.” 
T hat being the case U lster coun­ 
ty plays an im portant p art in this 
necessary etiquette for at Ellen­ 
ville two small factories turn out 
myriads of the cloth squares pro­ 
viding 
steady 
employment 
for 
about 80 people. 
One company is known as the 
Perfection 
Handkerchief 
Works 
and is operated by E. B. Lazaro- 
witz, and the other known as the 
Wilson Handkerchief Company is 
run by H. and J. Wicentowski. 
Both concerns employ mostly wo­ 
men and their estim ated average 
weekly output is 15,000 dozen. 
M anufacture 
of the 
handker­ 
chief is a simple process and auto­ 
matic 
sewing 
machines are vir­ 
tually the chief unit of produc­ 
tion. 
As many as 50 machines oper­ 


a t e on one long row. 
These sew 
up two outer edges on long strips 
of the cloth and after these are 
cut into standard size the other 
cut 
edges 
are 
stitched by the 
women who operate similar pow­ 
er-driven machines. 
The cloth is measured into long 
strips, 
each 
of which is looped 
over a holder by each of the m a­ 
chines. 
The cloth leads up from 
small boxes on the floor near a 
machine and when one entire edge 
is stitched, the box is turned to 
allow for the other edge to pass 
under the needle. 
Two or three women watch the 
long rows of autom atic machines 
and 
turn 
the 
boxes when each 
stlip is finished. When both edges 
are done the cloth is then cut into 
handkerchief sizes and then taken 
to the women at the power-driven 
machines for finishing. 
After all edges are stitched the 
handkerchiefs 
are 
pressed 
on 
small mangles of the laundry type 
and they are then counted and 
wrapped in bundles of 10-dozen 
each for shipment. Handkerchiefs 
made 
a t 
Ellenville 
are sold in 
most 
parts 
of the nation, and 
large shipments are made to New 
York city. 
V arious sizes and types of hand­ 
kerchiefs are made a t 
the 
two 
plants and the cloth is of a spe­ 
cial type, most of which is shipped 
from Japan. 
The strips placed at 
each of 
the machines average 
from 90 to 100 yards 
in 
length. 
It is subm itted to 
a 
stretching 
process before it is ready for the 
machines. 
The handkerchief, as prosaic an 
item as it m ight seem, has played 
its part in the poetry of life and 
fiction. 
Often a t the drop of 
a 
handkerchief great romances are 
begun and a sim ilar gesture has 
m eant the sta rt of many a mo­ 
mentous and climatic event in the 
lives of men. 
Sartorially, 
the 
handkerchief 
has long been used as one of the 
finishing touches to the attire of 
well dressed men. 
T hat is, when 
it shows just so from the 
upper 
pocket of the coat. 
It is a handy 
thing to have around when milady 
weeps and a boon to the brow on 
sultry sum mer days. 
In a sense, perhaps, the 
hand­ 
kerchief is one of the most 
per­ 
sonal among the 
necessary 
a r­ 
ticles carried by the average per­ 
son, and w hether it be fancy or 
plain, it plays 
its p art 
in 
the 
everyday life of m ost people. 
The industry in itself is a sim­ 
ple one, but im portant to such a 
community as Ellenville where it 
provides year-around employment 
for substantial num bers of people.

Among the objects seen by visitors 
to the Maritime museum of Gothen­ 
burg, Sweden, is a steamship ticket 
issued in 1858. 
It contains these 
regulations: 
“Each passenger will be furnished 
the following rations weekly: Seven 
pounds of ship’s bread, two pounds 
of salt pork, two and one-quarter 
pounds of flour, one pound of salt 
herring, and a daily ration of one 
can of water for drinking and wash­ 
ing purposes. These rations are fur­ 
nished from the ship’s supplies, but 
each passenger must furnish his own 
butter, sugar, mustard, syrup, pep­ 
per, and vinegar. 
Each passenger 
is responsible for bringing his own 
bed clothing and tin dishes for eat­ 
ing, drinking, and washing purposes. 
The ship's master has the right to 
withhold water rations until the 
promenade deck has been swept 
and cleaned each day by the pas­ 
sengers.”

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FOREIGN PRONUNCIATION 


Name-trouble is coming to be chronic in 


this country. That is, the spelling and pro- 
nunciation of foreign names. We have begun 
to discover that most place-names in Europe 
are not pronounced as we used to pronounce 
them, and many of us feel that we have to 
pronounce and spell them just as the natives 
do. And that gets us into endless trouble. 


Millions of Americans must have been 


caught in a typical dilemma the other day 
when news came that the Yankee Clipper 
had landed at Marseilles, France. Or maybe 
as "Marseille". It is spelled both ways, the 


- latter being the French way and the former 


the English way. 


Old-fashioned Americans tend to call it 


"Mar-sails", as they have always done. The 
younger generation, and others who think 
they have to adopt any current change to 
show their modernity, struggle to say "Mar- 
say", with just a trace of an "1" on the end 
of it, and have a terrible time about it. 


To many Americans this strained effort to 


modernize our geographical speech seems 
silly. It may be logical, but we can't do it. 
There are thousands of foreign names we 
can't pronounce or spell in the native way. 
And why should we try, where the transi- 
tion is difficult? 


The English people, whose language we 


use, should be pretty good judges of English 
usage. They keep their old spellings and pro- 
nunciations, unashamed — "Mar-sails" 
and 


*Ver-sails" and the rest. And many good 
American authorities say it's all right for us 
to do likewise, just as we say "Naples" when 
the Italians say "Napoli" and "Paris" when 
the French say "Paree". 


RE-DISCOVERED CONTINENT 


Western Reserve University's summer in- 


stitute on current affairs this year will be a 
discussion of inter-American problems. The 
general title is '"The Americas in World 
Affairs." The speakers will come from both 
North and South America, including repre- 
sentatives of professional groups as well as 
industry and trade. 


This is one of many evidences of our rapid- 


ly growing awareness of our southern neigh- 
bors and our mutual interests. Another is 
the recent rise in traffic through the Panama 
Canal, much of the increase caused by new 
cruises and tours around South America. 


A few years ago Latin-America was not 


much more than a section of geography we 
studied in school and forgot about later. 
Explorers occasionally got lost in the Ama- 
2on jungles. Archeologists talked about the 
Maya and Inca Indians and discovered ruins 
of their ancient structures. We knew of 
comic opera revolutions, and we landed 
Marines in odd-sounding places. 


Today we have discovered a continent full 


of sister republics, nations with interesting 
cultures of their own, modern cities and 
much up-to-date social legislation, melting 
pots into which have gone representatives of 
most of the European peoples and out of 
which have come independent nations. It is 
a belated but tremendously important dis- 
covery. 


POLICING EUROPE 


It begins to look, at last, as if Europe is 


really going to be policed against aggression 
—that peace-keeping nations are to be pro- 
tected—that governments threatening to 
dominate their neighbors "by force or by the 
fear of force" will be kept at bay. 


This seems to be the honest aim of the two 


leading European democracies, England and 
France, and of Russia, their expected ally, 
together with Poland and some lesser 
powers. All in all, if they hold together and 
keep faith, they make a coalition against 
which nations aiming at aggression could not 
prevail. 


Americans, along with the European de- 


mocracies, have some mental reservations 
about Russia. Everyone knows that Soviet 
Russia is not a democracy. It professes to 
be a free union^of Communist republics, and 
is actually a dictatorship as drastic as Ger- 
many's or Italy's. Its form of government 
might properly be called State Socialism— 
the state owning and controlling all wealth 


means of production. 


Americans do not like Soviet Russia. 


But fact* are fact*, and it's any port in a 
storm. If Russia didn't join the democracies, 
she would probably join the Berlin-Rome 
"axis". And the Devil must be given his due. 
Soviet Russia, with all its errors and sins, 
has kept the peace in Europe and has per- 
sistently urged disarmament. Its recent posi- 
tion, in support of the democracies, has been 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
League of Nations, which Russia has uni- 
formly supported.

THOUGHT ABOUT BIOOD PRESSURE 


There was a time when the first thought when a 


patient had a temperature was to give a drug—ace- 
Lenilid, phenaceti'^, quinine, or other—to reduce 
the temperature, as the reduction in the tempera- 
ture was believed not only to be a necessity but one 
way of curing the patient. Today, the physician 
takes the temperature and pulse as usual but 
searches around to find the cause of the tempera- 
ture. If the temperature gets very high, he may 
give some drug to reduce it slightly but he knows 
that the rise in temperature, the increase in heat in 
the body, shows that Nature is putting up a light 
against some intruder, some ailment, and that heat 
is one way of fighting off the ailment. 


It would seem that the- lime has come for pa- 


tients and physicians to take the same stand about 
blood pressure. 
A patient learns that his blood 


pressure is a little above normal and immediately 
wants to take medicine or follow a diet to bring it 
down.

Dr. Edward Weiss, Philadelphia, in 'Practical 


Talks on Kidney Disease,' says: 


"Let us take the example of a middle-aged man 


who has been turned down by a life insurance com- 
pany because of high blood pressure. He goes to his 
physician and demands to know the blood pressure 
figures; on each visit to the physician he waits with 
anxious concern to hear the latest reading, and fre- 
quently has ideas of 'stroke.' 'heart failure,' or 
'Bright's disease' in the back of his mind." 


Now, what about high blood pressure? 
As a 


matter of fact, Nature has raised the blood press- 
ure because it was necessary to raise or increase it 
due to some condition present in the body. This 
condition may be a real or organic condition such 
as hardening of the arteries, or it may be some con- 
dition such as eating too much or worrying too 
much. It is possible that some infection is present 
which is giving the body processes more work to 
do and the blood pressure increases accordingly. 
Perhaps the individual is greatly overweight or car- 
rying too much water in his tissues. 


All that is necessary in many cases is smaller 


meals, more rest and relaxation, and not bothering 
to have the blood pressure taken more than two or 
three times a year.

WANTED: A HOUDINI 


Washington, June 3—Time and 


again business men have gone 
to the White House on the so- 
called business and advisory coun- 
cil, and time and again they have 
come away without getting the 
support for changes in legislation 
that they have recommended. 


But thia time the business men 


were accompanied by Harry Hop- 
kins, secretary of commerce, who, 
ever since his appointment early 
this year, has given indications 
that he desires to give the busi- 
ness point of view due recognition 
in the councils of government. 


Two main subjects occupied the 


business men—fiscal affairs and 
labor policy. What was said has 
been described only in general 
terms at a press conference be- 
tween Mr. Hopkins and the news- 
paper men. Nothing has been 
issued by or on behalf of the 
business men. This is in line with 
previous custom and leaves the 
nation in the dark as to what was 
said and what was decided. 


But the original purpose of the 


business and advisory council was 
to make recommendations without 
publicity, leaving it to the ad- 
ministration to take or leave the 
advice. Thus far, it mostly has 
been left iri the pigeonholes of 
the government department with- 
out substantial action. 


There is some reason to hope 


that perhaps a change in policy 
has been considered whereby the 
administration will attempt to 
give some recognition to the busi- 
ness men's recommendations. The 
visitors brought to the White 
House by Secretary Hopkins are 
friendly to the administration and 
predisposed to work in harmony 
with the government in every pos- 
sible way. 


The problem of how to meet the 


objections being raised by business 
men to the Wagner Labor Act is 
not easy to solve. For the ad- 
ministration has committed itself 
so far on the side of the CIO, 
which opposes any or all amend- 
ments to the Wagner Act, that 
it is difficult to see how the mat- 
ter can be handled without dis- 
pleasing the CIO, and this is much 
more important to the administra- 
tion than the support of the busi- 
ness men. What the A. F. of L. 
wants in the way of amendments 
apparently does not register very 
favorably 
with the administra- 


tion because the A. F. of L. pro- 
posals have been severely criti- 
cized by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, which has taken the 
same attitude toward amendments 
that the CIO has adopted. Just 
why the political support of the 
A. F. of L. seems to have been 
ignored is also one of the puzzles 
of present-day politics. 


So, 
if 
the 
administration 


really 
means 
to 
make 
any 


changes at all in the Wagner act, 
it must send word to the leaders 
on Capitol Hill that 
certain 


amendments are desired. The 
likelihood is that no such message 
will be sent and that attempt* 
will be made to placate butinew 
criticism by means of changes in 
the labor board rules and regula- 
tions. 
, 
_ 
Changes in the rules offer no 


stability, especially iince 
the 


board members have indicated 
that whatever rules they intend 
to change will have to be safe- 
guarded so as to conform to pre- 
vious objectives, and this means 
a hedging about of the rulings so 
that certainty will by no means 
be substituted for uncertainty. 


The business men of the coun- 


try have come to accept the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining, and 
that is what Secretary Hopkins 
undoubtedly meant when he said 
business men did not differ with 
the labor policy of the administra- 
tion. It is in the "administration" 
of the Wagner law that he thinks 
most of the difficulties arise. This 
is true, but the interpretation of 
the law has been consistent with 
the objectives of the law,. and 
only it Congress decides to cur- 
tail the wide discretionary power* 
vested in the board can any sub- 
stantial changes in the rules bring 
peace in the labor world. 


The Wagner act is about to be 


supplemented with further legis- 
lation designed to cut out indus- 
trial 
espionage 
and 
certain 


forms of strike-breaking. This is 
to be the first adventure of the 
federal government into the field 
of police power. No objection is 
being raised by labor leaders or 
by the administration that this is 
a function of the state govern- 
ments and city police, which is 
the usual answer given when an 
outcry is made that the Wagner 
act does not protect individual 
workers from harassing tactics 
and intimidation by 
professional 


union organizers or fellow-work- 
ers. 


Apparently the federal police 


power cannot be invoked for such 
purposes, but it is about to be in- 
voked where employers are con- 
cerned. This is but one example 
of the extremes to which zealous 
labor defenders have gone, when 
the true road to labor peace lies 
in removing the obstacles to bet- 
ter understanding and the abuses 
which provoke espionage. 
Mr. 


Hopkins, as secretary of com- 
merce, is supposed to champion 
the cause of legitimate business 
and industry and is expected to 
remove the barriers to production. 
Inequitable labor laws and the in- 
troduction of more laws to keep 
alive 
the friction between em- 


ployers and employes 
constitute 


the gravest kind of problem for 
the secretary of commerce to 
handle, and his ability to persuade 
the President to make an adjust- 
ment on labor legislation has been 
conspicuously challenged by the 
business and 
advisory council's 


recommendations. 


Science Forecasts ' 


Power From Atoms 


May Be Able to Create and 


Control Explosion*. 


WASHINGTON. — An 
"atomic 


age," in which power will be g 
crated by unlocking the energy d 
the atom and scientist! will create 
explosions which they may be un- 
able to control, may not be far dis- 
tant according to Dr. B. J. Dun- 
ning of Columbia university. 


Recent experiments "have revo- 


lutionized the thinking of physicists" 
who formerly scoffed at tclk of un- 
locking atomic energy. Dr. Dunning 
explains, and "perhaps the age of 
atomic power it cot as far distant 
as many physicists hare believed." 


It may be possible in the future 


to harness such power by disinte 
grating uranium inside a "flash boil- 
er" and capturing the heat released 
from individual atoms, he points 
out The process would he one of 
placing an almost infinitesimal 
amount of uranium in a tiny metal 
bomb, which would be surrounded 
by a thick shield of water or paraf- 
fin. 


'Hie hydrogen atoms in the water 


or paraffin would act u brakes to 
slow down fast neutrons shot into 
them, thus generating slow neu- 
trons, which are the only ones ef- 
fective in creating atomic disinte- 
grations. When tht slow neutrons, 
moving with energies of from 900,- 
000 to 1,000,000 volts, hit the ura- 
nium atoms and explode them, the 
energy released would best the wa- 
ter to 1,000 degrees or more instan- 
taneously. The remainder of the 
problem would be to utilise the 
heat generated for driving ma- 
chinery or electrical dynamos. 


At the present time most flow 


neutrons are captured, or absorbed, 
by the uranium atoms and result 
only in the production of gamma 
rays, identical with those emanat- 
ing from radium. 


Plain "Youth City* for 


Visiting Young People 


"Youth tnovementi" are playing 


• steadily graving part in tht livet 
of many countries, but in none 
10 great a part as in the English- 
speaking nations. Keen interest If 
now being (hewn in an ambitious 
project recently launched to create 
a "citj of youth" in London which 
would form the focal point of all 
youth organizations in the British 
Empire. 


Eventually it is hoped that oth.tr 


countries, particularly the United 
State*, will 
,>u drawn into this 


foundation. 


The plan It to build a "city" at 


a total cost of about $5,000.000, with 
its own theater, library, dining and 
common rooms and with various 
dormitory blocks. The foundation 
if intended to serve first and fore- 
most boys and girls of student ag« 
from all parts of the empire who 
may visit London for study purposef 
and holiday tours. Suitable accom- 
modation for such visitors la woe- 
fully scarce in London now, and the 
new "youth city" plan would solve 
the problem of how to house thou- 
sands of young people every year 
at a cost within the reach of far 
more parents than is at present the 
ease. 


The "city" will also provide ac- 


commodation for people from with- 
in Great Britain who would other- 
wise not have a chance of visiting 
the educational treasures of the cap- 
ital, such as museums and art gal- 
leries, while it will be possible, too, 
to open the "city" to groups of 
visiting students from foreign coun- 
tries. The impression of London 
that these young people would take 
back to their own homes would 
probably mean much in the sphere 
of international relations in years to 
come. - 
—

its chief purpose by definition is 
literally to help the world "keep 
its nose clean." 


That being the case Ulster coun- 


ty plays an important part in this 
necessary etiquette for at Ellen- 
ville two small factories turn out 
myriads of the cloth squares pro- 
viding steady 
employment for 


about 80 people. 


One company is known as the 


Perfection 
Handkerchief Works 


and is operated by E. B. Lazaro- 
witz, and the other known as the 
Wilson Handkerchief Company is 
run by H. and J. Wicentowski. 
Both concerns employ mostly wo- 
men and their estimated average 
weekly output is 15,000 dozen. 


Manufacture of the handker- 


chief is a simple process and auto- 
matic sewing machines are vir- 
tually the chief unit of produc- 
tion. 


As many as 50 machines oper- 


ate 'pn one long row. These lew 
up two outer edges on long strips 
of the cloth and after these are 
cut into standard sac the other 
cut edges are stitched by the 
women who operate similar pow- 
er-driven machines. 


The cloth is measured into long 


strips, each of which is looped 
over a holder by each of the ma- 
chines. The cloth leads up from 
small boxes on the floor near a 
machine and when one entire edee 
IfsWched the box is turned to 
allow for the other edge to pass 
under the needle.

°f the machines average 
from 90 to 100 yards in length 
It is submitted to a stretching 
process before it is ready for the 
machines. 
- The handkerchief, as prosaic an 
Hem as it might seem, has played 
its part in the poetry of life and 
fiction. Often at the drop of a 
handkerchief great romances are 
• begun and a similar gesture has 
meant the start of many a mo- 
mentous and climatic event in the 
lives of men. 


Sartorially, the handkerchief 


has long been used as one of the 
finishing touches to the attire of 
well dressed men. That is, when 
il shows just so from the upper 
pocket of the coat. It is a handy 
thing to have around when milady 
weeps and a boon to the brow on 
sultry summer days. 


In a sense, perhaps, the hand- 


kerchief is one of the most per- 
sonal among the necessary ar- 
ticles carried by the average per- 
son, and whether it be fancy or 
plain, it plays its part in the 
everyday life of most people. 


The industry in itself is a sim- 


ple one, but important to such a 
community as Ellenville where it 
provides year-around employment 
for substantial numbers of people.

to the Maritime museum of Gothen- 
burg, Sweden, is a steamship ticket 
issued in 1858 It contains these 
regulations 


1 Each passenger will be furnished 


the following rations weekly. Seven 
pounds of ship's bread, two pounds 
of salt pork, two and one-quarter 
pounds of flour, one pound of salt 
herring, and a daily ration oi one 
can of u ater for drinking and wash- 
ing purposes These rations are fur- 
nished from the ship's supplies, but 
each passenger must furnish his own 
butter, sugar, mustard, syrup, pep- 
per, and vinegar. Each passenger 
is responsible for bringing his own 
bed clothing and tin dishes for eat- 
ing, drinking, and washing purposes 
The ship's master has the right to 
withhold water rations until the 
promenade deck has been swept 
and cleaned each day by the pas- 
sengers "

Scliirick Says Man 
Has Right to See 
His Three Children 


Although a man may have left 


his wife and family and later re- 
married in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania after a decree 
of divorce 


had been granted his first wife, 
Justice Schirick held Friday that 
the man was entitled to sue his 
children for whom he is paying 
?30 a month toward 
their sup- 


port. 


"After he sees these children 


he may feel he can give more 
toward their support," said 
the 


court. 


Margaret Keough, who now 


lives with her motner on a large 
property at Canaan, secured 
a 


decree of divorce trom her hus- 
band, George R. Keough, who re- 
sides in Watertovvn. The decree 
\vas granted m 1937 and at that 
lime it was decreed that the de- 
lendant pay $30 a month for the 
-support of his three children. He 
lias paid regularly since except for 
three months when he was in- 
jured and laid up with a broken 
ankle. Since then he has paid 
his back alimony. 


Mr. Keough appearing by Sid- 


ney B. Cooper of \vatertown 
asked lor a modification of the 
decree. 
Although the defendant 


was forbidden to re-marry by the 
decree of divorce he did marry a 
woman in Pennsylvania and. they 
now live in Watertown. 
The 


court held that though this were 
true the defendant should be per- 
mitted to see his own children at 
some suitable time. Alexander I. 
Tomanoxich of Albany did not op- 
pose this but said the 
children 


should not be taken 
to 
Water- 


town but that the husband should 
come to Canaan where the chil- 
dren were on a large 
property 


where their health was being well 
taken care of. At Watertown the 
father lives in an apartment with- 
out a yard. 


Mr. Keough asked that he be 


allowed to have the children come 
to his home in Watertown for the 
summer vacation when 
schools 


were closed. 


Judge Schirick agreed that the 


father should have an opportunity 
to visit the children and see them 
at his home. Mr. Cooper said that 
the second Mrs. Keough was a 
very fine woman, an employe of 
an insurance company for many 
years, and he had personally 
known her for many years. The 
home was one of the finest de- 
sired and he t>poke in high terms 
ot her and the home she main- 
tained. 


Justice Schirick suggested that 


counsel get together and come to 
some agreement because he in- 
tended to allow the father to see 
the two older children, age 11 and 
14, but he said the younger one, 
who probably had no recollection 
of his father, perhaps 
was 
too 


small to be taken from its mother 
and 
he 
suggested 
that 
the 


father visit the child at Canaan 
until he became better acquainted.
